Three trucks and several thousand 
feet of hose went to the scene on 
Tuesday and on Wednesday two 
more pieces went out, one to 
Billerica and the other to Forge 
Village. 

Yesterday afternoon police dis- 
covered a large number of matches 
around the wool storage shed off 
Railroad avenue. A number of boys 
were apprehended, one of them 
owning up and giving the names 
of others implicated. The fire de- 


partment managed to keep the 
grass fire away from the shed.

A Place For 
Good Sportsmanship 

There has been some feeling in 
town from people who were in the 
minority on the recent telephone 
poll, and it’s a feeling that in Am- 
erica should not exist. Some of the 
comments we heard were strange 
indeed. One person claimed that 57 
percent was not a substantial ma- 
jority. In the first place, 57 percent 
is about 31 percent more than 43 
percent, which is, it would seem, 
a pretty good majority. In the sec- 
ond place, here in America even a 
fraction over 50 percent is enough 
to elect a person to whom we give 
the right to do such important 
things as toss us into war, take a 
good portion of our income, etc., 
and therefore it would seem that if 
57 percent of the people want a 
certain rate structure, they should 
get it instead of having the 43 per- 
cent rule. 

Another comment was that “it’s 
just a group of Shawsheen people 
who want this.” Shawsheen Village 
is a part of Andover, a very, very 
important part, and we’re mighty 
glad to be able to say that. That 
village is something of which the 
town can well be proud, and if any- 
one doesn’t like the idea of new 
people coming into town, he cer- 
tainly does not have the town’s 
best interests at heart. 

Furthermore a geographic analy- 
sis of those who voted in favor of 
eliminating the toll charge would 
show that it really was not a propo- 
sition decided by districts in any 
way. It was decided by each per- 
son’s own interest in the matter: 
if a person could save money by 
paying the 50 cents higher base 
charge, and no tolls. naturally he 
would vote “Yes”: if a person is 
not today making enough calls to 
Lawrence to eat up fiftv cents a 
month, naturally he would vote to 
continue the present svstem. 

It’s a place for good snortsman- 
ship to enter. Because only 43 per- 
cent of the people prefer to keep 
the present system, certainly they 
ehouldn’t expect to penalize the 
57 percent who today pay higher 
than thev should have to. What will 
happen if the public utilities com- 
mission anproves the mandate of 
the majority of Andover’s residents 
will be that 43 nercent will be dis- 
satisfied and 57 percent will be 
satisfied. whereas for nearly two 
decades 57 mercent ‘have been dis- 
satisfied and 43 percent satisfied. 
In America the majority rules, and 
the minority takes it like good 
sports.

from out of town to park on our 
streets and sell ice cream? The 
selectmen have been giving the 
matter some thought recently 
since a local police officer attempt- 
ei to enforce one of the recently 
enacted traffic regulations which 
says that “No person shall stand 
or stop any vehicle upon any pub- 
lic way in the town for the pur- 
pose of selling or offering for sale 
any food, beverage or goods, wares 
or merchandise therein or there- 
from.” The truck still returns to 
town, however, and stands usually 
up on Salem street, selling ice 
cream to the academy students. 

There are several reasons for 
opposing this form of merchan- 
dising. In the first place, it is an 
out-of-town concern, with a truck 
registered out-of-town and paying 
its excise tax out-of-town, driven 
by an out-of-town man. We have 
people here in Andover who pay 
taxes to the town for the privilege 
of carrying on business. It is also 
in direct competition with the 
scholarship boys at the academy 
who have the ice cream conces- 
sion. 

In the second place, we have a 
zoning law which has divided An- 
dover into districts, and in resi- 
dential districts no one may set up 
a structure for business purposes. 
Salem street is purely residential, 
and certainly the purpose of the 
zoning law is being entirely de- 
feated when someone can drive a 
truck into such a district and have 
what is in effect a portable busi- 
ness structure. What if someone 
started a dress shop on wheels and 
parked it for hours in a residential 
district? That would be objected 
to, wouldn’t it? 

Just how far the town can go in 
removing this detrimental form of 
business is now a matter of study. 
Certainly, however, if existing law 
doesn’t make it possible for the 
police to order this truck away, 
some rule should be legally adopt- 
ed which will make this possible.
